The brave, the gallant, the patriotic, the in 
trepid. undying hi ro of two revolutions, and 
eriiherty both in France nnd in America, the 
immortal Lafayette! lias still not merely hopes 
for I’ulund, hut the strongest and Ihe liveliest 
hopes. F.veo from that Prince of Jesuits, M 
Horace Sebastians, wc. learn there were 30. 
COn Polish troops in Podlacliia, who had not 
surrendered, us well as 24,0(10 at* Warsaw 
who had retired upon Mndlin. Still, then, we 
have some grounds for hope; for although the 
Lithuniii.in revolution is not pro*peious, yet 
it is not extinct; and though in Vulhvnia the

Within a few day* past we rece'ned'the 
gloomy intelligence of. what was then eonsid 
ered. the total defeat of the Poles, their nlidi 
cation df Warsaw, tind re'reat before the 
Russian arms to thn fortress *f Modlin- Be¬ 
fore, however, our blood bad resumed its 
wonted circulation, nfter this chilling news, 
we were cheered, not only by n contradiction 
of the account of their defeat, hot by, the 
most undoubted information of their, haring 
obtained over the Russian forces the most sig¬ 
ns! victory, having killed the Rus*isn General, 
Count Psskewilscli, with ten thousand of his 
troops, taken thirty thousand prisoners nnd 
put the whole Russian srmy to flight. This is 
looked upon ip Europe, as almost tantamount 
to the full and complete emancipation of this 
gallant people from the yoke of foreign op¬ 
pression. 

But what, to every mind enlivened by the 
glow of sympathetic feeling for tho sons of 
freedom throughout the world, must be even 
morechsering.if possible, than this glorious tri¬ 
umph of the gallant Poles, is the demonstration 
of public sentiment in favour of the holy couse 
of freedom, evinced by the groat budy of the 
French nation.
